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The Securities and Exchange Commission (“Commission”) issued an order instituting 

administrative proceedings (“OIP”) on April 8, 2022, pursuant to Section 15(b) of the Securities 

Exchange Act of 1934, against Charles K. Topping.1  On July 13, 2022, the Division of 

Enforcement was ordered to file a status report concerning service of the OIP by July 27, 2022, 

and every 28 days thereafter until service is accomplished.2 

On July 27, August 24, and September 21, 2022, the Division filed status reports in 

response to the July order.  The July and August reports represented that “efforts to serve 

Topping are ongoing.”  The September report represented that the OIP was mailed to Topping on 

August 12, 2022 by certified mail, and that the “U.S. Postal Service tracking report shows that 

the package has not been picked up from the postal facility and would be returned to the sender.”  

It appears that as of September 21, 2022, service of the OIP on Topping had not yet been 

effected.3  The Division has not filed any subsequent status reports. 

Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED that the Division of Enforcement file a status report 

concerning service of the OIP by December 15, 2022, and every 28 days thereafter until service 

is accomplished.4
